Facts and Presented at a 
Historical Society’s Meeting.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The third an- 
nual meeting of the American Jewish His- 
torical Society begun here today at the Ar- 
lington wih a larger attendance 
. — the 


fe’ had enjoyed a gen- 


| yegr, the papers read at the meet- 
ings revealed new data, and the channels 
of investigation ran deeper into the his- 
tory of the early settlement of the con- 
tinent. The president spoke particularly 
of the immigfation of Jews to America. 
They came as fugitives from Spain in 
spite of the stringent laws which existed 
in 1577 against such immigration, and 
which were only removed then by the 
payment of $1,000,000 by the Jews in the 
American colony. 1 

„1 have every belief,” said Strauss, 

„that a careful investigation will reveal 
a much larger immigation to America and 
the contiguous islands than history has 
taken note of. The closing chapters of 
the history of the Jews in Spain and Port- 
ugal are the opening chapters of their 
history on this continent, and closely con- 
nected with the early settlement in North 
America. 
The secretary’s report showed that the 
society has now a membership of 183 ac- 
tive, three honorary and seven correspond- 
ing members. 

A number of papérs were read today, 
including the following: “Jews in Suri- 
nam,” by Prof. Richard Gotthel of Colum- 
bia College, New York; “First Jewish 
Settlers in Albany,” written by Judge S. 
W. Razendale of New York, and read by 
the secretary; The Earliest Rabbis and 
Jewish Authors in America, by Dr. M. 
Kayserling of Buda Pesth, Austria, and 
read by the secretary; the American- 
Jewish Soldiers,“ by Hon. Simon Wolff of 
Washington. | 

The latter's paper paid a gigwing trib- 
ute to the patriotism, valor and Amer- 
ican spirit of the Jewish soldiers in the 
American wars, and Wolff presented fig- 
ures to show that in the war of the rebell- 
ion there were upward of 800 Jewish Sol- 
diers enlisted.

THE CURRENCY BILL. 


It is Thought the Republicans Will 
Vote Against It. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Among the 
few members of the House who were at 
the Capitol today the prevailing opinion 
seemd to be that the Republicans had it in 
their power to pass or defeat the Cur- 
rency Bill. The Democratic vote, it is 
said by one who has fully canvassed the 
situation, will be about evently divided. 
The Republicans are generally expected to 
vote against the measure. 

While the bill is far from satisfactory 
to many of the Democratic members, who 
will support it, they will, they say, vote 
for it because it will improve, in their 
opinion, the present situation. Judge Cul- 
berson puts it in this way: We are like 
a tramp.“ said he, Who has been ordered 
out of town. It doesn't matter whether he 
goes to New York, Baltimore or Richmond, 
but move he must. The situation of the 
treasury is identical. Something must be 
done to relieve it. If this bill does not 
accomplish all it should it will at least 
accomplish something.” 

Representative Bland, who has a free- 
coinage substitute pending, is very doubt- 
ful of his ability to secure even a record- 
making vote upon it. 

Chairman Sprirger has already given no- 
tice that he will make a point of order 
‘against the substitute on the ground that 
it is not germane, and Mr. Bland believes 
that it was the programme of the advocates 
of the currency bill to rule that this substi- 
tute, dealing as it does, not only with 
coinage, but with the currency, is ger- 
mane. He seems inclined to che opinion 
that the point of order will be Sustained. 
In the event it is sustained, however, he 
says, inasmuch as the substitute will be 
defeated in committee of the whole, that 
the fact will preclude the possibility of

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—Next to Super- 
intendent Byrnes, Inspector Williams is 
looked upon by the residents of this city 
as the man who knows every detail in 
connection with the police department of 
New York. It was made known that he 
would be called up as a witness before the 
Lexow Committee today, and there were 
numerous applicants for admission to the 
courtroom. Lawyers, doctors, bankers, 
brokers and men about town scrambled 
for seats to hear the famous Knight of 
the Club” and Inquisitor Goff cross foils 
in a wordy fencing-match. 

During the early part of the proceedings, 
former Wardman Shalvey, who was Police- 
man Hassey’s partner in the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct, was examined, and he told about 
| his collections of bribe-money from sa- 
loon-keepers, proprietors of houses of ill- 
fame and policy shops. He accused Capt. 
Webb (retired, Doherty, Eakins and 
Schultze of reestving thé bribes. During 
Schultze’s regime he had the price of pol- 
icy shops raised 5 per cent., and, in nine 
months, he paid over to Schultze aboyt 
$3500. 

Detective Sergeants Phil Reilly and 
Jake Von Grischted were called after re- 
cess, and said that they attended the 
races at Sa during their vacations, 
and that they received money from the 
owners of the track for “keeping crooked 
persons” away from. it, but he denied ever 
having divided the money they got with 
police officials in New York. 

Inspector Williams was then called, and 


every one wa® on tip-toe of excitement. 
He was dressed in full uniform, and 
| seemed to be as unconcerned as if he were 
going to testify against an ordinary 
“drunk and disorderly,” In reply to Goff 
he ald that te learnéd the trade of ship 
carpenter, and, to 1866, when he 
joined the force, he had charge of ship- 
yards in China and Japan. When he left 
there he was worth from $15,000 to $20,000, 
and had property in Japan. 

He accounted for his transactions in 
real estate, and swore positively that he 
was never, directly or indirectly, con- 
nected with the sale of Hollywood whisky. 
The inspector had frequently been accused 
of having an interest in the company 
which handled this brand of liquor, and it 
was stated that, by displaying the com- 
pany’s sign in a prominent place, the pro- 
prietors of saloons were protected from 
arrest or annoyance for violation of the 
excise law. 

Williams dengunced Schmittberger as a 
liar and said that he was prompted to lie 
by a promtse of immunity given him by 
the committee. He met Goff's attacks 
stubbornly and frequently aroused merri- 
ment by his answers co several questions. 
After seventy minutes of fencing Goff 
asked for an adjournment until tomorrow 
morning, and the majority of the specta-

"TROUBLERHME MOSQUITOES. 


They Claim that Uncle Sam and J. 
Bull are Being Fooled. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A special dis- 
patch to the World from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, says that some very misleading 
statements have been made in New York 
regarding the situation at Mosquito. Per- 
haps the most serious of these is that con- 
cerning the reincorporation of the reser- 
vation with the republic of Nicaragua. 
According to the stipulations of the treaty 
of Managua of 1860 it was competent for 
Mosquito to voluntarily Incorporate with 
the republic, but Nicaragua was prohibited 
from using any force or undue influences 
to bring about this end. 

Andrew Hendy, the chief who was in- 
stalled on November 19, was chosen by 
the votes of a few Indians acting under 
pressure from Gen. Cabez, having in fact 
been held prisoners at Biluefields until 
they consented as delegates to indorse the 
election of Hendy. They were in no sense 
the delegates of the Indians of the reser- 
vation. The latest news that has reached 
here is to the effect that the Indians are 
doing their best to have the election of 
Hendy brought to to the attention of the 
United States and Great Britain, so that 
the stipulations of the Managua treaty 
may be enforced and their autonomy re- 
stored. The influences at work against 
them are, however, very strong and not 
the least of these is the gross misrepre- 
sentations that are being made in Amer- 
ican newspapers. 

All the Indians say that Nicaragua is 
deliberately drawing the wool’’ over the 
éyes of the Washington and London gov- 
ernments so as to insure their non-inter- 
vention while she robs the poor Mosquito 
Indians of the territory and port secured 
to them by the treaty iadorsed by both 
‘these powers.

WILMINGTON (Del.,) ‘Dec. 26.—Bishop 
Curtis issued the following letter to all 
the priests in the diocese of Wilmington: 

“Reverend fathers: As soon as prac- 
ticable you will read on Sunday at least 
once, the following documents, and you 
will, I am sure, to the very utmost of 
your ability, endeavor to procure from all 
whom the decree of the Holy See may con- 
cern a prompt and loyal obedience to this 
decree. When Christ speaks through his 
vicar and in such words there can be no 
question as to the purport of the utterance. 
A Catholic, excuse himself how he may, 
yet ceases to be a Catholic if he fail to 
conform himself thoroughly and at once 
to that utterance.” 

The enclosure was as follows: 

Most reverend and illustrious sir: Your 
Excellency cannot fail to know that the 
archbishops set over the various ecclesi- 
astical provinces of the republic of the 
United States of America have in more 
than one of their assémblies taken coun- 
sel with respect to the societies which 
have grown up in the aforesaid republic, 
namely, the Odd Fellows, the Sons of 
Temperance, and "Knights of Pythias. 
And you must de also aware that the 
aforesaid bishops unanimously decided 
that the whgle question as to the societies 
should be submitted to the judgment of 
the apostolic see: His Holiness, thereforé, 
communicated this subject to the Most 
Reverend Satolli and the inquisitors-gen- 
eral. These, in general congregation, held 
on Wednesday, June 20, 1894, confirmed a 
decision previously made as to the afore- 
mentioned circulars, decreed that all the 
ordinaries throughout the United States 
must, in every way, strive to keep the 
faithful from becoming membe.s of any 
of the said societies, and must not fall to 
admonish their people to that effect and 
that any thus admonished must be de- 
barred from the sacrament should they fail 
to abandon or keep aloof from the same 
societies. This decree His Holiness con- 
firmed and gave in complete effect. It is 
therefore communicated to your Excellency 
that, through you, it may be transmitted 
to all the archbishops, bishops and other 
ordinaries of the United 8 and for 
the due custody of the souls et the faith- 
ful, may be by these ordinaties carried 
into effect. Meantime I beseech Almighty 
God to bestow All benefits and blessings. 

(Signed) “CARDINAL MONACO, 
Rome, August 29, 1891.“

26.—Uniless the 
Spanish government within a very short 
tire indi:ates its purpose to remove the 
restrictions now plated on American com- 
merce with the Spanish West Indies by 
ihe inposittvu of the maximum tariff on 
American commodities, it is probable that 
the President will issue a proclamation 
imposing ‘discriminating flag duties“ upon 
Spanish, Cuban and Porto Rican imports 
into the United States.

A PRISON OUTBREAK. 


An Assault on a Guard in the Co- 
lumbus Penitentiary.

COLUMBUS (0.,) Dec. 26.— The story of 
an uprising among the convicts in the 
Ohio _Penitentiary, telegraphed to. day 
papers throughout the country, is a gross 
exaggeration of facts. A plot had been 
laid by three prisoners to kill a guard who

-but none of the other prisoners were aware 
of the plot. 

Last Wednesday Guard Temple reported 
Joseph O'Day, John Burke and John Bird, 
all short-term prisoners, for refusing to 
obey orders.

This morning after the 
prisoners had marched to the shops and 
‘began work, Burke and O'Day assaulted 
Guard Temple. The guard tried to draw 
his revolver, but it caught in his pocket 
and a fierce atruggle for possession of the 
weapon resulted. Guards Felton and But- 
ler and Guard Miller rushed to Guard 
— ip assistance and made the convicts

WHEELS GO WRONG AMONG THE 
POPULISTS. 


A Conference to be Held at St. Louis 
at Which Said Wheels Will 
Proceed to Spin—Coxey 
and Browne.

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—There was hegita 
of local leaders of the Peoples’ party to 
St. Louis today to attend a national con- 
ference of leading members of that organ- 
ization which will be held in that city 
on Friday and Saturday. The conference 
promises to be one of the liveliest political 
events of the season and, as a consequence, 
there will be a large Chicago contingent 
present. 

Taking the Chicago contingent as-a basis 

of representation, the conference will be 
participated in by several hundred leading 
members of the party, coming from nearly 
every State in the Unions Among the 
leaders who have signified their intention 
of being present are Senator Peffer and 
Jerry Simpson of Kansas, Chairman Max- 
well of the Illinois State Central Commit- 
tee, Congressman Pence of Colorado, Sen- 
ator Kyle of South Dakota, Geore Schil- 
ling of Milwaukee, Gov. Lewelling of Kan- 
sas, Tom Watson of Georgia and others 
prominent in Populist politics. The con- 
ference may resuit in some radical 
changes in the programme. , 
Three diverse elements will, it is said, 
be found in the conference and each will 
seek to make its own views a part of the 
party creed in the next national campaign. 
The conference, being an unofficial one, 
cannot formulate a platform or declara- 
tion of principles, but its deliberations and 
conclusions will doubtless have great 
weight and will have much to do with 
shaping the future course of the party. 

There is first a large and powerful éle- 
ment in the city, headed by Chairman 
Taubeneck himself, which favors the con- 
centration of the party strength on a 
single plank, silver. It is argued that the 
Omaha platform was too scattering; that 
it. advocated too many:reforms at onte 
to be effective, and that a. more effective 
contest could waged on a single issue. 
The advocates of a solitary silver plank 
argue that it would bring all the Western, 
mountain and Pacific States under the 
Populist banner, and also capture many of 
the Southern States. This idea will be ad- 
vocated by the ‘Western delegates and 
many of those from the South. 

There is another elemént which, while 
as strongly in favor of free silver as the 
former faction, is inclined to urge other 
measures of relief as well. This element 
desires the adoption of a national platform | 
containing four essential planks, those, on 
money, land, transportation and taxation. 
The first plank embodies the free-silver 
declaration and also demands the creation 
of a greenback currency as well. Its de- 
mands as to land and transportation are 
those at present made by existing plat- 
forms, while the income tax gill be de- 
fended and the single-taxers find room for 
their favorite theory. 

The Socialistic group will form the third 
element. It will, in fact, be a Chicago 
product and will be backed by the flower 
of Chicago Socialism. .This element has 
but one demand, and that it will insist 
upon. That is Plank 10. In other words, 
if the Populist party expects the aid and 
comfort of the Socialists, it must declare 
that all means of production and distribu- 
tion of commodities must belong to the 
ple. The champions of Plank 10 will 
be willing to support free silver, or will 
accept the views of the second element, 
provided Plank 10 is also recognized. It 
will thus be seen that the Socialistc group 
stands in a position to aid either of the 
other factions in consideration of the rec- 
ognition of its own beloved principle. The 
outcome is one which will be awaited with 
interest. If Plank 10 is repudiated, it is 
hinted that the Socialists will, in all 
probability, sever their connection with 
the party. —

THE CLIFF HOUSE. 


A Million-dollar Structure is to be 
Erected on the Site. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—Two tot- 
tering chimneys, the carved lion which 
stood guard at the stairway descending to 
the lower floor, charred timbers and ashes 
are all that remains of the Cliff House, 
owned by Mayor-elect Sutro. The remain- 


der is reminiscence, for the Cliff House is 


a thing of the past. A million dollar 


structure of steel and stone will be erected 
on its site. Fire destroyed everything 
except a few souvenirs, the mirrors, and 
easily moveable furniture, the silverware, 
choice vintages and liquors and a part 
of the bar fixtures. 

. The fire was a hidden one between ceil- 
ing and walls. It started from a defective 
flue, and when the flames found a vent 
there was a rush and a roar of fire that 
could not be controlled. A sharp, steady 
breeze from the northeast drove the flames 
and smoke directly across the Seal Rocks. 
As the wind stiffened, the flames spread 
oceanwards in a ‘horizontal line and the

nately the wind was in the opposite di- 
rection and the baths were saved. 

“I am sorry, of course, that the buld- 
ing 16 burned,” said Adolph Sutro. “It 
had become one of the landmarks of 
the Pacific Coast and many promiment per- 
sons have been entertained there. Three 
of America’s greatest Presidents have 
watched the seals sport on the rocks and 
each of them spent many hours on the 
balconies that have disapeared with the 
flames. Grant was the first of the trio, 
and, after him came Hayes, who thought 
his visit not complete without watching 
the moods of the Pacific from the Cliff 
House. The next President to come out 
here was Harrison, and he became so 
enamored with the place that he spent 
many hours on the balconies. 

Besides these celebrities there have been 
a number of titled people from Europe 
and, among them was the Marquis of 
Lorne, who was, when he visited San 
Francisco, Governor-General of Canada. 
Bach of them carried away many memen- 
toes of the place and they have frequently 
referred to it in their letters and pub- 
lic utterances. Now, it is gone and its 
destruction will probably hasten the erec- 
tion of the proposed hotel on Point Lobos. 
Just when the work ‘of construction will 

n it is impossible to tell. The hotel 
e has not been fully matured. 

“Tt had been my intention to build the 
hotel farther out on the point and a few 
hundred feet nearer the Golden Gate, but 
now it may go on the site of the old Cliff 
House. That will depend on the size of 
the building. A hotel of very large pro- 
portions could not well be erected cn the 
site of the house just destroyed, but 
there is room for a good-sized building 
that will probably answer all require- 
ments. Any way one feature of the new 
building will be an elevator that will take 
visitors from the walk along the beach up 
to the top of the cliff and save the climb 
up the steep grade.“ 

Sutro says that he will rebuild the Cliff 
House and has already consulted an 
architect about plans. The new building 
will probably be on the site of the old 
one.

The George W. Elder left here at 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, and should have 
made Point Reyes light at the time the 
steamer was whistling. The Elder is a 
freight-steamer owned by the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, and if she heard the 
Columbia’s siren she would undoubtedly 
go to her aid and stay by the vessel until 
all danger was past. The puzzling feature 
of the whole affair td the Weather Bureau 
men is the fact that the Columbia dis- 
played no signals of distress. When she 
was first sighted, according to the operator 
at Point Reyes, the signals at that place 
were up, but the steamer made no re- 
sponse. She was evidently well enough 
out to sea to be in no immediate danger 
of drifting ashore or striking upon the 
rocks. 

The general impression is that the ves- 
sel’s machinery has broken down, and that 
the engineer and his assistants are try- 
ing to repair the damage at sea. This ex- 
planation would account for Bolles not 
calling for assistance from Point Reyes, 
and in this case the Fearless would have 
her chase for ber trouble.

THE INSURANCE UNION. 


Its Dissolution Would Diminish Pro- 
tection Against Fire at Frisco. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—The dis- 
ruption of the Pacific Insurance Union will 
be a loss to San Francisco in more ways 
than one. William MacDonald, manager of 
the London and Lancashire, in speaking 
of the matter, said; 


“Should the union become disrupted, the 
protection now offered to property against 


loss by fire would be greatly lessened. The 
union maintained an inspection bureau, 
which offered valuable assistance to the 
fire marshal: Commi<ves patrol every sec- 
tion of the city and see that the provisions 
of the fire ordinance are rigidly observed. 
They go through the Chinese quarter. 
where the inhabitants have a strong in- 
clination to put a stovepipe through all 
kinds of inflammable material. They 
that iron ash-receivers are used in hou 
throughout the city. The union employs 
an expert electrician to inspect the wiring 
of buildings for lighting purposes, so as to 
reduce the chances of fire from electric 
sparks to a minimum. If there is no con- 
certed action on the part of the insurance 
companies, all this work will be dropped. 
The fire marshal could not begin to do the 
work which the union is doing. The dis- 
ruption of the union will be a serious loss 
to the city. 4 

„It is really to the interest and welfare 
of the city that the companies should 
make a fair income on their business. The 
fire patrol has saved the merchants of 
the city millions of dollars, end I should 
dislike to see the service abolished. How- 
ever, I do pot think that there is any im- 
minent danger of that. Even should the 
union break up, I believe that the com- 
panies would contribute to the support 
of the fire patrol.” 

The Commercial Union, the Firemens’ 
Fund, Home Mutual. Manchester, Cale- 
donia, America, Agricultural of Water- 
town, N. Y.; Lancashire of Manchester, 
St. Paul, Teutonia of New Orleans and 
Girard of Philadelphia, insurance com- 
panies, have given notice of their inten- 
tion to withdraw from the Pacific In- 
surance Union. The Northwestern Na- 
tional, the New Zealand and Sun are in- 


volved in a difficulty with the Union over 
the payment of salaries to solicitors, pro- 
hibited by Union rules, and the Phoenix 
and Home are already out of the insurance 
compact. 

Many agent, some representing the com- 
panies mentioned, do not want to disband, 
recognizing the advantage of concurrent 
action. They have given notice of with- 
drawal to be able to meet the rate-cutting 
expected from those companies already out 
of the union. Notices of withdrawals are 
expected from many other companies, but 
extraordinary efforts are being made to re- 
organize the union on new lines. Rate- 
cutting would greatly diminish the profits 
— force many companies to 

wall.

A Question as to Who Should Arrest 
a Drunken Italian.

OAKLAND, Dec. 26.—Maudlin, prone in 
the mud, face dowuward, unable to move, 
his head in Bay District, his feet in Oak- 
land, Santos Ruffini an Italian, lay for 
three hours.

ELECTRIC POWER. 


A Franchise Granted to the Soutb 
Yuba Water Company.

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 26.—The Board of 
City Trustees tonight granted to the South 
Yuba Water Company a franchise for the 
introduction of electric power into this 
city. The company is to bring the power 
from its reservoirs and canals near New- 
castle and must bave the power here 
within two years.

SHE MADE NO EFFORT TO WITH- 
STAND DISEASE. 


The Strict Seclusion Observed by the 
Family at Cliveden Caused Un- 
favorable Comment by 
Taplowites.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A special dis- 


the strict seclusion obser - d by the As- 
tor family at Clivedon luring the past 
three months has been much discussed in 
the village of Taplow. The Astors pre- 
served a secrecy touching Mrs. Astor's 


and it is stated that far less was known 
about the affairs of the mansion in the 
vicinity than when it was tenanted by the 
Duke of Westminster and others who 
live only in history. 

The World correspondent learned, how- 
ever, that the principal features of the 
deceased lady’s illness vas a profound 
depression which could not be dispelled, 
rendering her case almost helpless from 
the first. Mrs. Astor suffered from a se- 
vere illness early in the year. Since then 
her health has never been robust, but it 
transpired only about three weeks ago; 
owing to the visits of a leading London 
doctor, that she was again sick. It is 
said now that though ‘er physical ail- 
ments were complicated, they might have 
been amenable to treatment if the patient 
had seconded the efforts of her doctors 
by any attempt to fight against them. 

Deah came somewhat suddenly and quite 
unexpectedly, it being believed both by the 
family and the physicians that there 
was vo immediate danger, though little 
hope of ultimate recovery was entertained, 
The husband was completely prostrated 
by the blow, weakened as he was by 
apprehension which had oppressed him 
sorely. For several weeks he had been 
seen nowhere in society, though he rarely 
missed going to attend business at his 
handsome office in Thames Embankment, 
London, for a few hours each day. 

It has been Astor’s custom to see his 
lawy and accountants almost every 
day and to confer with the editors of his 
various publications. He often dictates 
articles to shorthand clerks, and, indeed, 
he exhibits a business shrewdness and 
capacity for details which long ago con- 
vinced all brought ‘id contact with him 
that, had he not inherited a fortune, 
he certainly would have made cne. His 
wife’s illness and death have accentuated 
his increasing distaste for social pleas- 
ures and practically made him a recluse.

THE LEXOW INVESTIGATION 
AND ITS LESSONS. 


Much of the space in our Eastern 
’ exchanges is still devoted to the dis- 
~ cussion of the problem of improving 


the government of our large cities. 


The astounding revelations which 
hare been made before the Lexow 
Committee in New York appear to 
have thoroughly aroused the respect- 
able element in most of our large 
cities, to the absolute necessity of 
facing this problem and solving it, be- 
fore boodle and corruption become so 
firmly entrenched that it will need a 


ae revolution to do so. 


Apropos of the Lexow investigation, 
that body appears to have surprised 
itself at the amount of filth and cor- 
ruption which it has turned up, and is 
showing an evident disinclination to 
proceed any further if it can help it- 
self. There has been manifest an evi- 
dent inclination to shield Inspector 
Byrnes and a few others high in 
office. It was stated that Byrnes 


would not be called to the witngss- 
stand. but later dispatches indicate 
that the pressure of public opinion has 


been so strong that he will probably 
have to appear. Were it not for the 
persistence of Mr. Goff and of Dr. 
Parkhurst, it is doubtful whether the 
committee would have accomplished 
very much, as the general opinion is 
that it was only organized for cam- 
paign purposes. When the press once 
began to show the astounding and in- 
credible extent to which corruption 
had spread in the municipal govern- 
ment, it was, however, impossible for 
the committee to back out, and so the 
American public has been treated to 
the unveiling of a condition of affairs 
in municipal government that prob- 
ably has not its equal in modern times 
among civilized nations. Indeed, it is 
doubtful whether even in China, where 
officials are expected to live off the 
bribes and blackmail that they can 
eam, there has ever existed a more 
complete and thoroughly-organized sys- 
tem of extracting all the traffic will 
bear from law-breakers and others by 
th who are supposed to be guard- 
jams of law and order. It is reported 
‘that an attempt will be made to place 
the reorganization of the New York po- 
lice force in the bands of Inspector 
Byrnes. This will strike most peo- 
ple as an extraordinary suggestion. 
Mither Mr. Byrnes was unaware of 
the awful corruptiop which permeated 


ie police force under his command, 


or he was aware of it. In either case 
he is unfit to hold office on that force 
apy longer. To an unprejudiced out- 
sider the placing of the present chief 
in charge of a reorganized police force 
iu New York would be in the nature of 
screaming farce. 

The idea which has been advanced 
that the New York police force should 


1 he placed on a military footing and 


hhabdled like an army with promotions 
for merit, and serve during good be- 
por, is doubtless the only right one.

of politics that any good results cau 
be accomplished. As long as a position 
on the force is regarded as a legitimate 
reward for party services—as long as 
local politicians and wire-pullers can 
override the judgment and wishes of 
the man who is at least nominally in 
command of the force—we must ex- 
pect to see corruption the rule rather 
than the exception among the guard- 
ians of the peace in our large cities. 
One of the lessons taught by the 
Lexow investigation is that citizens 
should not allow the affairs of a munic- 
ipality to go too far on the down- 
ward path before they step in and call 
a halt. It is much easier to cure a 
sick man if his case is taken up in 
good time than when he is allowed to 
go on until he has one foot in -the 
grave. By that time the disease bas 
become so deep-rooted that it needs 
something like a reconstruction of the 


man's entire system to effect the cure. 


Above all, this investigation and the 
municipal revolution which took place 
in New York at the recent election, 
show that in spite of rings, boodle 
and slates, and all the improved ma- 
chinery of the ward politician, the de- 
cent, law-abiding voters still have the 
power in their own hands. It is a 
standing disgrace to the United States 
that our best citizens so seldom are 
willing to combine and exercise that 
power. As a rule, they can only be 
aroused to a sense of the ‘necessity of 
action when their property, if not their 
lives, are in actual danger. There is 
reason to hope, however, that in view 
of the wide and earnest discussion that 
is now going forward throughout the 
country on the subject of munigipal 
government, the time is not far dis- 
tant when every good citizen will 
recognize it as his duty to take an ac- 
tive interest and devote a small por- 
tion of his time to the public affairs of 
the city where he resides and makes 
his living. When that time comes, the 
rule of the party boss and the wirc- 
puller in municipal politics will be at 
an end. 


The way in which our rains are com- 
ing this year is encouraging. Our 
Hirst heavy rain was somewhat late 
in the season, giving the farmer ample 
time to make ready for its coming. 
His fall work was all done, his crops 
stored, and he was fully in waiting 
for the moisture that should put the 
earth in a fit condition for his annual 
plowing and seed-sowing. And now 
they come as needed, without too long 
an interval between each storm. Cali- 
fornia never had better promise of 
a good season than at present, and 
‘she illustrates, better, perhaps, than 
any other State in the Union, the oft- 
asserted fact that those sections that 
make agriculture a specialty or the 
leading employment of its people, are 
usually the most prosperous and inde- 
pendent portions of the country, feel- 
ing less than any other the stress of 
hard times. Although the Democratic 
party for the past two years has done 
its best to cripple the®industries of the 
country by unwise legislation, we in 
California have felt the pressure far 
less than the great manufacturing 
cities and the sections dependent upon 
them. We have seen less of want, less 
of suffering, and less of idleness than 


A pastoral people, with cultivated 
ranches, small farms and great or- 
chards and vineyards, we have gone 
on with the usual routine of our in- 
dustrial life far less affected by tho 
“change” for which the masses blindly 
voted at our last Presidential election, 
than the other States of the Union, 
finding a market for our products and 
a suflicient return for them to supply 
the general needs of our communities. 
Los Angeles has been phenomenally 
prosperous. Trade is brisk, and our 
merchants testify that never before 
was the holiday season so active as at 
present. Sales are lively, purchasers 
are plenty, and are buying much 
more largely than heretofore. The 
building boom still keeps up, also, and 
the class of houses which are being 
erected are such as could be built only 
where capital was easy and at com- 
mand. Our city is growing rapidly, 
and on a healthy basis. There is 
plenty of money. in our banks, and a 
large amount in general circulation, 
and with-the prospect for a good year, 
agriculturally, which we can safely an- 
ticipate in the face of our timely and 
abundant rains, we may look forward 
to even more rapid growth and devel- 
opment than we have yet experienced. 

Moreover, with every year there is 
greater diversity in our crops, and 
therefore less fear of failure, and less 
danger of hard times. It has been 
pretty well demonstrated that what- 
ever can be grown anywhere under. 
the sun will thrive in our soil and cli- 
mate. And we have still a vast 
amount of virgin soil to be brought 
under cultivation, room for thousands 


of small farms and prosperous homes.

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We need only the diligent hand of 
labor combined with the necessary- 
capital, to make us a yast, prosperous 
empire with infinite resources at our 
command. 

The seasons rarely fail us here. -A dry 
year comes at rare intervals, and when 


it does come we find compensation in } 


more abundant crops in the years that 
immediately follow it. The theory has 
been advanced that these occasional 
dry years are a beneficent arrange- 
ment of nature, which gives to the 
land its needed rest. And the suppo- 
sition is a reasonable one. A soll in 
which is continuous growth througb- 
out the year, with harvests ripening 
In every one of the twelve months, 
might well require rest occasionally, 
and yield all the better for it. Last 
winter was a partially dry one, with 
much less than an average rainfall, 
but still we pulled through it without 
heavy loss. Our citrus harvest was 
more than ordinarily abundant, as 
were many other of our fruit crops, 
and had it not been for the great rail- 
road strike, which unfortunately oc- 
curred when the most perishable fruits 
should have been marketed, our farm- 
ers would, many of them, have real- 
ized small fortunes from the abund- 
ance of their supplies, but this year, 
when the promise is so good in all 
directions, it is to be hoped that our 
farmers will have no such drawbacks 
to contend with, but that we shall ex- 
perience a season of unlimited pros- 
perity and growth, such as even Demo- 
cratic perversity and blindness cannot 
materially hinder, and when a new 
political regime is established, and the 
general government is once more in 
the hands of the Republican party, 
with its wiser political and financial 
policies determining the legislation of 
the country, we may look to see Calli- 
fornia launched into an even grander 
era of rapid advancement, in which 
our city shall have its due share. 


HORSEMEN’S PARADISE. 


The sentiment is unanimous among 
the owners of the great racehorses now 
sojourning in Los Angeles that our 
climate is admirably adapted to the 
promotion of the health, strength, vi- 
tality, and consequently the speed, of 
the fiyers. This is the first time that 
these horses have been wintered here, 
but it will probably not be the last, 
if the opinions expressed by their own- 
ers is.any criterion of their intentions 
for the future. 

One of the special advantages lies in 
the fact that our mild and equable 
climate permits the daily exercise of 
the horses, at the speeding pace, 
whereas such exercise is impossible in 
the frost-bound regions of the East 


during the winter months. Thus it is 


easy to keep the animals in fine racing 
condition, instead of allowing their 
flesh and muscles to lose hardness. 
This matter ds. undoubtedly of the 
highest im e, and is certain to 
attract the atteniou of horsemen more 
and more, from all over the country, 
s0 soon as the many advantages of a 
winter sojourn in Southern California 
are understood. It will not be a sur- 
prising result of the future if most of 
the fast horses in the country are 
eventually brought here to winter. 
Up to the present time, it is true, 
none of the horses have broken their 
previous records, on the track here. 
But the conditions have been particu- 
larly unfavorable, owing to the recent 


rains and the exceptionally disagreea-. 


ble weather. The track, with some im- 
provements, can easily be made the 
finest in the country, and there is no 
reason to doubt that, were the horses 
sent over the present track in dry 
weather, there would be some — 
smashing that would astonish the 
country. As ‘it is, under all the un- 
favorable conditions, the Coast record 
has been lowered in two instances. 
Many believe that, under more favor- 
able auspices, the two-minute mark, 
so long believed to be but a chimera 
of fanciful sportsmen, would be 
reached or passed with comparative 
ease upon the Los Angeles track. 
However this may be, it is certain 
that no better conditions for fast time 
can be found anywhere than here, and 
the néar future will very probably 
furnish a complete demonstration of 
this fact. 

It is to be hoped, now that some of 
the leading horsemen of the country 
have found out the incomparable ad- 
vantages of Los Angeles, that they will 
come to us in increasing numbers, not 
alone in winter, but in summer. Our 
summer climate is even finer than our 
winter climate, and the track is sure 
to be in better condition in summer 
than at present, when the vicissitudes 
of the rainy season must be taken into 
account: It would be nothing strange 
if the world’s greatest record-breaking

‘INYO COUNTY... 


It is much to be hoped that during 
the coming year something besides 


talk will be done in the way of bring: | 


ing Los Angeles into connection with 
the rich mineral fields of Inyo county, 
of which section our people know less 
than of Arizona. 

Sparse population and difficulty of 
transportation have prevented mining 
in Inyo county for any metals but 
gold, silver and lead, the last two be- 
ing always found together. The silver- 
lead ore is sent by rail to San Fran- 
cisco for smelting; recently it has 
been carried by sea from San Fran- 
cisco to Oregon, the miners getting 
better returns there after paying the 
sea freight. No ore is shipped that 
carries less than eighty ounces silver 


per ton, and the proportion of lead is. 


from 60 to 80 per cent. This makes it 
valuable to sinelters for mixing with 
other ores that do not contain lead 
enough to smelt easily. The ore 
pays the miners from $50 to 3200 
or $300 per ton. Most of the 
mines are in the southern part 
of the county, and Keeler is the prin- 
cipal shipping-point, ore being hauled 
there from distances of twenty-four to 
seventy-five miles. With such a dis- 


— 


tance to haul only selected ore is sent | 


from the mines. A railroad from Mo- 
jave to Owens Valley would neces- 
sarily come within easy reach of the 
best mining districts, and short 


branches could be easily run in to the 
mines. 


THE SALOON QUESTION IN MIN- 
NEAPOLIS. — 


The city of Minneapolis has ventured 
on a new line in its treatment of the 
saloon question, The saloon has been 
practically eliminated from municipal 
politics. This has been accomplished 
through a law regulating the saloon, 
commonly spoken of as the “patrol 
limits act.” The substance of this law 
was first incorporated in a city ordi- 
nance passed by the City Cotncil and 
afterward a part of the charter 
by an act of the Legislature. This 
provision prohibits the issuance of a 
license for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors outside the limits of the princi- 
pal business center of the city, whieh 
district is specifically bounded in the 
act. When the ordinance was passed, 
the district in which saloons might be 
licensed was the portion of the city 
that was regularly patrolled night and 
day by the police; hence the popular 
name of the act, “the patrol limits.” 
Outside this district lies practically the 
entire residence portion of the city and 
many manufacturing and business cen- 
ters, and even many of the largest re- 
tail stores and business-houses that 
have been built in recent years. 

The law was passed to take the sa- 
loon away from the homes of the city 
and locate it where it would be under 
continual police surveillance. For sev- 
eral years this law was the fighting 
ground of the two leading political 
parties, but the loyalty of the city to 
the law has been, election after elec- 
tion, demonstrated, and for several 
years past no candidate of any party 
has dared to announce himself as op- 
posed to the patrol limits. As a means 
of controlling the ordinary evils that 
flow from the saloon business, the law 
has been a great practical success, and 
has accomplished something that its 
framers did not, perhaps, anticipate in 
destroying the political power of the 
saloon. The political influence of the 
saloon, so great in many cities, arises 
from the saloon being located in every 
part of the city and made a local poli- 
tical center for people whose homes 
are in the vicinity and who make the 
saloon their evening  loafing-place. 
Several wards in the city and more 
than ‘two-thirds of the voting precincts 
of the city have not a saloon within 
their limits. It is clear that in these 
wards and precincts the saloon and Sa- 
loon influences can have little effect, 
either in primaries or elections. 


An illustration of the impracticability 
of arbitration as a cure for labur 
troubles is furnished in a dispatcb 
from Massillon, O., which states that 
the miners employed at the Anderson 
mines have refused to accept the rate 
of 60 cents per ton, decidéd upon by 
the Arbitration Committee, and are 
idle in consequence, with the prospect 
that all miners in the district wil! cease 
work. It is of no use to arbitrate a 
dispute of any kind unless both par- 
ties to the disagreement are absolute y 
bound to abide by the terms of tne 
urbitration. Inasmuch as both parties 
can not be forcibly bound in such a 
compact, compulsory arbitration is ut- 
terly impracticable. Voluntary arbi- 
tration is equally so, unless both par- 
ties are responsible, and will absolutcly 
bind themselves to abide by the de- 
cision. Labor unions are irresponsible 
in a legal sense, not being incorporated 
bodies, in full legal signification of the 
term. Though they may agree to ar- 
bitration, they can subsequently re- 
fuse to abide by its results, as in the 
case under consideration, and the law 
is powerless to compel them to keep 
their agreement. For this reason, 
among others, while arbitration may 
be a good expedient in some instances, 
it becomes a mere farce in others. 


Grover’s and Gresham’s idea appears 
to be that the greenbacks and all other 
forms of national paper currency 
should be wiped out of existence as 
soon as possible, the banks being made 
the sole sourcts of issue. There are a 
great many pretty well informed peo- 
ple who view this theory with sus? 
picion, and believe that paper currency 
with the credit and prestige of the 
government back of it is far safer than 
currency which is backed by nothing 
more substantial than the credit of 
individuals. 


Robert Louls Stevenson attributed 
his success chiefly to industry. He 
suid: “Nobody ever had such pains 
to learn a trade as I had, but I slogged 
at it day in and day out, and I frankly 
believe—thanks to my industry—that 
I have done more with smaller gifts 
than almost any man of letters in the 
world.”

Can we tell the difference on the 
street, in the appearance of a worldly 
man and a Christian?

Apropos of the Polish Pictures. 

LOS ANGELBS, Dec. 26, 1894.—(To the 
Eiditor of The Times:) One of the pleas- 
ant surprises of the World's Fair of 1893 
was the exhibit of the Society of Polish 
Artists. So little had been expected of 
this down-trodden country that very inade- 
quate provisions had been made for its 
installation, and, as is unfortunately also 
the case at the Pavilion here, one of the 
crying complaints at Chicago was the 
bad hanging of the Polish pictures. Nev- 
ertheless, they were seen, and the impres- 
sion created was one of profound and last- 
ing appreciation. The chain of events 
which has led to the practical stranding 
of this superb collection upon our shores 
is a story of losses, misunderstandings 
and mismanagement, which may culminate 
to the permanent advantage of the citizens 
of Los Angeles. 

The amount required to secure the col- 
lection, or its better part, seems a matter 
of no importance in comparison to the 
public benefit to be derived from its pres- 
ence here, and the standing which such 
a possession would give to the city in com- 
parison with other cities of its age and 


Art is a need to humanity and high art 
an urgent need, an absolute necessity to 
a high state of culture and civilization. 
The gathering of such a collection is usu- 
ally the work of a lifetime, and result of 
endless seeking, selecting and bargaining, 
aside m the great cost of buying new 
pictures’ under competition and in the 
glamour of their novelty and first success. 
Here is an opportunity for some of our 
public-spirited men and women to build 
for themselves a monument which shall 
perpetuate their name through all time. 
A museum in this city would be of incal- 
culable value not only as an educator but 
as an attraction which will bring to us the 
most desirable class of visitors. 

It has elsewhere been stated that we 
have no suitable building for the storage 
of such pictures, but the Art Association, 
together with the School of Art and De- 
sign, can offer in and adjoining their own 
quarters ample space for all present re- 
quirements, and until suitable premises 
could be obtained for the permanent ex- 
hibition of the collection. Many of its 
smaller pictures were sold at the Chi- 
cago and Midwinter fairs, but nearly all 
the larger and more important works re- 
main. They are: The Evening Song.“ 
by Zmurko, the largest painting of the 
collection, a most poetical and beautiful 
production, painted with a masterly hand- 
ling of few colors, in the impressionistic 
school; the Feudal Law,” and Opium 
Eaters,”” by ‘the same artist, executed in 
the same masterly manner; “Queen Hed- 
wig’ and The Vision of King Sigmund.“ 
two historical paintings by Gerson, highly 
finished, ‘admirably composed, and splen- 
didly drawn; and two allegorical paintings 
by the same artist, Musik“ and Paint- 
ing! full of life and motion, with ex- 
quisitely-drawn figures. These two pic- 
tures would be admirably adapted for the 
ceiling of a museum. The celebrated pic- 
ture, An Exiled Polish Woman's Death.“ 
by Malezewski; The Holy Mother,“ by 
Syka, and The Crucifixion,” by Piechow- 
ski, are three other fine paintings, though 
in the last named, the bleeding figure of 
Christ is altogether too realistic. ‘The 


Good Samaritan, by Tremba, is one ot 


the best paintings there in color drawing 
and distance, and Milda, the Goddess of 
Love,“ by Alchimowiez, stands alone in 
sublime perfection, with its strikingly-ef-

awards wherever exhibited; there are two 
landscapes in tthe collection, one.

A General Complaint in the Reports 
by the Agents Against the Issu- 
ance of Rations to the : 
KRedskins.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.---A general 
complaint against the isauance of govern- 
ment rations to Indians is made in the an- 
nual reports of agents. Capt. P. H. Ray 
of the Shoshone agency, Wyoming, says: 
“They will never become self-supporting 
as long as the government gives them a 
semblance.of support; neither can they 
begin to accumulate property as long as 
the supply of the necessaries cf life is 
solely in the bands of white traders.’ . 
Another factor retarding. the develop- 
ment complained of by Capt. Ray is that 
the chiefs are allowed to dictate to the 
ents as to the issue of annuities and 
rs of the agency. The removal of the 
troublesome chiefs is recommended. The 
Shoshones are regarded as communists, 
who are loath to take up any untried 
pursuit. Their agent recommends ‘that 
the ration issue, except to the indigent 
and helpless, be gradually discontinued, 
aud the money pow used for rations be 
devoted to the payment of Indian labor. 
The international treaty, governing 
seal-hunting on the North Pacific and 
Bering Sea, bas worked great hardship 
to Indians at Neah Bay agency, Wash- 
ington. These Indians cannot agree upon 
a head man or chief, and consequently 
are divided among themselves. 
Considerable opposition to the work 
of the commission in preparing lands on 
the Puyallup Reservation in Washington 
for sale, bas been shown by a majority of 
these Indians, but the faction is evidently 
influenced by having all restrictions. re- 
moved. ‘Progress made at Tulalip, agency, 
Washington, indicates that wit at few 
years these Indians will n 
porting and independent of government 


Some definite action is urged upon the 
rtmegt to restore to the Yakimas their 
rights at 
Columbia River, Washington, the dispute 
over which has resulted in considerable 
trouble. The Yakimas refuse to take al- 
lotments, but have marked off a line which 
they claim as their reservation in common, 
They are repo to be in bad fihancial 
condition. and in great yeed of govern- 
ment assistance. Whisky, says Agent 
Erwin, “is the greatest handrance to 
Indian prosperity. There is ‘immense 
traffic in alcohol and vile decoctions car- 
ried on with them and one murder and 
two violent deaths during the year are 
charged to whisky.”

\ PENDING THIRTY YEARS. 


Final Settlement of a War Depart 
ment Claim. 

C. P. Patterson of Pomona received 
notice from Washington a few days sincs 
informing him the War Department had 
allowed a claim presented by him more 
than thirty years ago. The long time 
during which the claim was kept pending 
shows the delay which may sometimes 
result from the red-tape methods of that 
department. 

In April, 1864, Mr. Patterson was lieu- 
tenant and adjutant in the Ninth New 
York Heavy Artillery and the ordnance, 
ammunition and military stores in one of 
the forts in the defenses of Washington 
were temporarily placed in his custody. 
A few days later the custody of the prop- 
erty was turned over to another, but it 
was nearly a year after that time before a 
settlement of the matter could be arrived 
at. When making such settlement * 
Patterson asserted that a balance of $24. 
remained due him, which assertion was 
denied by the officer with whom he was 
dealing. 

A claim for the balance, alleged to be 
due was presented to the War Depart- 
ment and, after about five years con- 
sumed in its investigation, it was disal- 
lowed. The demand was presented in an- 
other form and four or five times it 
went through the lengthy course of in- 
vestigation by the department without be- 
ing granted. It was pressed again and 
again until, after a delay of thirty years 
and three months, perseverance -was re- 
warded with success and a few days ago 
Mr. Patterson was notified that the sum 
claimed had been allowed him.

A tatal fight dccurted upstairs at No.

On that ac- 
count Quong had been keeping Luey for 
some time, and about two or three weeks 
ago, the latter left his place in Pasadena 
to come over here. 

Yesterday he wanted some money to 
spend, and it was while in a violent dis- 
pute with Quong. that he sprang from his 
seat and fired his 38-caliber bullet into 
Quong's stomach. Ging says he had his 


he was chopping some meat, but at the 
shot he sprang upon Luey and tried to 
take the revolver from him. The wounded 
man and another Chinaman also sprang 
upon the murderous heathen, and they 
were struggling for the pistol when Offi- 
cer Harris rushed through the crowd of 
chattering Chinamen at the door and 
placed them under arrest. 

Officer Harris heard the shot while pass- 
ing down the street, and caught the high- 
binder red-handed The wounded man 
before his death told, through an inter- 
preter, the story of the quarrel and shoot- 


ing. 

The interpreter stated his true name to 
be Luey Chung of the Kwong Sing Kee 
Company.

SHECUT THE RECORD 


Marvelous Performance of 
the Peerless Alix. 


The Queen of Trotters Goes a Mile 
in Phenomenal Time at Agri- 
cultural’ Park. 


All Track Records West of the Rock- 

les Completely Eclipsed—Di- 
rectly’s Remarkable Mile. 

Free-for-all Trot. 


Not over fifteen hundred people wit- 
messed the second day’s exhibition racing 
at the Agricultural Park yesterday after- 
noon, the weather being so cold, cloudy 
and “indicative of rain as to keep thou- 
sands, who would otherwise have attended, 
from doing so. 

While the rain kept off, except for a 
Might shower about 2 o'clock, there was 
much cause for discouragement on the 
part of the projectozs of the races, for 
the track was at least two seconds slow, 
the expenses were heavy and the receipts 
Fight... 

Taking the unfavorable conditions into 
account, however, the sport provided was 
excellent throughout, and those present 
wituessed two performances which have 
never been excelled. These were the es- 
tablishmnt of a new harness record for 
the Coast by the peerless queen of trot- 
ters, Alix, who made the circuit in the 
marvelous time of 2:05%, and the equally 

remarkable mile paced by the two-year- 
old colt, Directly, who encompassed the 
distance in 2:08 flat. 

Heretofore the Coast track records were 
the 2:07 paced by Silkwood at Santa Ana, 
and the 2:11% trotted by McKinney at 
Stockton, hence it will be seen that, while 
Alix failed to beat her own record of 2:03%, 
she completely eclipsed any previous rec- 
ord west of the Rocky Mountains. 

Conwidering the fact that the track was 
slow and cut up. the weather cold and 
dismal, and the time of day, 5 p.m., Di- 
rectly’s performance was even more re- 
markable than that of the trotting queen, 
and will long be remembcred by these who 
saw it. ~ 
It was fully 2 o'clock before the day’s 
Sport commenced the officers evidently be- 
lieving that delaying the start a large 
crowd would be attracted. It failed to 
Rave the desired effect, however, and oct 
casioned considerable grumbling on the 
part of those who went out early.

First Heat—It was after 2 o’clock before 
the trio came out, but no time was wasted 
in scoring, the ‘horses being sent away 
at their first attempt to a beautiful start.

of lengths behind. At the quarter, which

Second heat—The trio received the word 
at their third attempt, and McDowell sent 
Azote out for the heat immediately it 
was given. He broke badly at the first 
turn, however, and Klamath shot to the 
front and was two lengths ahead at the 
quarter. The time was a fraction slower 
than that of the previous heat, but Azote 
made up for it by traveling along the 
backstretch at a 2:07 gait. The result was 
that. he soon overhauled and passed the 
Santa Ana wonder. At the half, which he 
negotiated in 1:05%, Azote bad three 
lengths the best of it, and he increased his 
lead to at least five lengths as they went 
round the turn. At the head of the 
stretch Klamath was sent after him for 
all he was worth, but despite his game 
effort he was never able to get up with 
him, and Azote won under a pull by two 
and a half lengths. Nightingale was at 
least four lengths behind Klamath at the 
finish; time 2:10.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California, 

Following is the weather and crop bul- 
letin of the Government Weather Bureau 
for Southern California for the week end- 
ing Monday, December 24: 

The weather during the week was cool 
with rains, which were general and well 
distributed, and which were heavier and of 
longer continuance in the northern dis- 
tricts than in the remaining sections. 
The temperature showed a daily range be- 
low the average for the season with some 
light frosts in low, exposed places. The 
abundant and wel-distributed rains wet 
the soil thoroughly and enabled the plows 
and cultivators to do good work. A large 
portion of the area devoted to grain is 
now seeded; the grain sown early is com- 
ing up finely, and the hills and valleys are 
beginning to be covered with a thick 
sward.of native grasses and cultivated 
crops. Oranges are ripening and some 
have been shipped for the holiday trade. 
Detailed reports follow: 

San Luis Obispo’ county — San Luis 
Obispo city: Well-distributed rains fell 
throughout the week. Nine and a half 
inches of rain have fallen thus far this 
season, and there is no longer any doubt 
as to the prospects for the coming year. 
Musick: Feed is growing fast under the 
influence of warm, gentle rains; no frost 
this week; rainfall, 1:78 inches. 

Ventura ‘county—Bardsdale: The weather 
was cold, damp and rainy; two and a half 
inches fell, making more for this month 
than last season’s total. Seeding will be- 
gin under favorable conditions. 

Los Angeles county—Lancasiter: Ante- 
lope Valley had good rains, the precipita- 
tion at Lancaster was 1.14 inches; along 
the foothills it was about twice as much. 
La Canada: The rainfall for the last storm 
was 3.28 inches. Los Angeles City: The 
temperature was 3 deg. below the average 
for the week; 1.37 inches of rain fell the 
first part of the week; the latter part 

as generally fair. Colegrove: The rain- 

1 for the week was 1.55 inches; total 
for the season, 4.38 inches. The ground 
is soaked to a considerable depth, and 
the hills and fields are quite green with a 
new growth of grasses that started only 
two weeks ago. Green peas and string 
beans are being shipped North and East. 

Riverside county—The Riverside Press 
states that from reports received from dif- 
ferent portions of the county—Menefee, 
Wildomar, Winchester, Temecula and at 
other points, it is evident that fully a third 
greater acreage is being planted to grain 
and hay this season than ever before. In 
the vicinity of Elsinore, Wildomar, Muri- 
etta, Temecula, - San Jacinto, Perris, Ales- 
sandro and elsewhere every hoof available 
is being pressed into service in overturn- 
ing the soil and putting in seed, the 
greater portion of the ground being sowed 
to barley and wheat. At Rincon, South 
Riverside, West Riverside and other por- 
tions of the county south and west the 
same activity is noticeable. Nearly four 
inches of rain fell at Banning... 
Orange county—Santa Ana: The rain- 
fall for the season is 4.91 inches. Farmers 
are busy plowing and seeding; there will 
be a larger acreage of barley sowed this 
season than ever before. Oranges are rip- 
ening fast, and some have been shipped. 
Capistrano: One and three-quarters inches 
of rain fell during the week. 

San Diego county—Valley Center. Nearly 
four and a half inches of rain has fallen 
this month. San Marcos: There will be 
a larger quantity of grain sown this year 
than ever before known; the early grain is 
coming up nicely; the ‘ground is in -good 
farming condition. Bernardo: Early 


sown grain is coming up finely; the recent 


rains wet the soil to a depth of ten to 
fifteen inches. The larger portion of the 
area for grain is now seeded.

Suicide of an Unknown Man Nea

VENTURA, Dec. 26.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Amother poor unfortunate’s 
remains are at the city morgue awaiting 
identification, having been brought in late 
Christmas night.

When 
found he had on a pair of blue flannel 
drawers, a red flannel undershirt, a laced- 
front flannel overshirt, two pairs of over- 
alls and congress shoes; two coats, but no 
vest; his hat is missing, but, as there 
was a strong wind blowing yesterday, it 
probably blew away.

AGAIN A FREE MAN. 


FROM CUSTODY. 


No Evidence to Show that He was 
Implicated in Either of the 
Train-robbéries at 
Roscoe. 


George R. Smith, charged with com- 
plictty in the two train-robberies at Ros- 
coe switch, was discharged from custody 
by Justice Austin yesterday. Constable 
Beecher, who has worked early and late 
on the case, took the old Tejunga farmer 
into court from the County Jail. N. C. 
Carter, Esq., was there to defend him. 
Alvarado Johnson was the only witness 
called to the stand by Dist.-Atty. Dillon. 
The other witnesses subpoenaed for the 
people failed to put in an appearance or 
could not come to court, or suddenly and 
in some mysterious way their memories 
failed to recall the words and scenes of 
the past. 

But Alva Johnson's testimony, which 
was thought to be the mainstay of the 
prosecution, was given contrary to ex- 
pectation. and on it the prisoner was re- 
leased. He testified that he knew Smith 
to be a good, quiet man, and denied that 
the man had anything to do with the Ros- 
coe robberies. Johnson again insisted chat 
he and Thompson had done the robberies 
unaided. He denied telling Dist.-Atty. 
Dillon or Detective Lawson that he had 
said a third man was connected with the 
robberies, but admitted having said that 
a third man helped to make the bombs. . 

After further questioning and testimony, 
Dist.-Atty. Dillon moved the dismissal of 
the case, and there being no evidence to 

convict him, His eer ordered Smith 
discharged. 

The old man's friends were overjoyed at 
this second release from the charge of 
train-robbery, and were very demonstra- 
tive. Johnson, the self-convicted prisoner, 
was much pleased also. Dist.-Atty. Dillon 
expressed the opinion that Smith was in no 
wise implicated in the affair, before he 
made the motion for dismissal. 

Many express the opinion that the mys- 
terious third party has fled the country 
and is down in Mexico, but a few detec- 
tives are of the opinion that the one who 
made the masks and helped make the 
bombs is right in this county, and she 
mas taken the liveliest interest in all the 
proceedings. It is alleged that it was to 
save her Johnson made his confession and 
that she was so overjoyed at Johnson’s re- 
lease for the simple reason that he was in 
her place in custody and an innocent man. 
But evidence is hard to get, and it is 
harder to make determined and ‘unwilling 
prisoners talk.
